race of bison would probably have 
lasted forever, but in 1860 the while 
men turned their attention to th* 
shaggy monsters of the plains. Large 
Eastern firms organized hunting par- 
ties and paid the 
shooters $2 50 


for each 
bison 
where ' he 
lay 


dead 
on the plains. 
I 
then 


went to Southern Nebraska and 
became 
a 
professional 
hunter. 


The bison cons sted of two large divi- 
sions, the one living in the south and 
the othi;r in the north. 
Their only 


common feeding ground was along 
the Republican river and its branches 
in Nebraska. The Indians were well 
aware cf that fact, and hostile tribes 
have had many a fight for that ter- 
r'tory. It was not until 1873 fiat the

Until the churches have 
made that offer and been repulsed, let 
it riot be said that God is n-jt here.

Cherry Grafting. 


Early grafting of the cherry in the 


open air is always recommended, and 
dormant buds are considered neces- 
sary in grafting under cover. The ad 
vice is well founded, but the true 
reason for it is rarely given. If the 
stock is as forward in growth as the 
scion, a "union of the two can be made 
quite late in the season. The essen- 
tial requisite is that the wood of both 
should be in the same condition. 
In 


a late bulletin of the Jowa Collese 
Experimental Station Professor Budd 
cites an instance where it became 
necessary late in April to takn up sev- 
eral valuable cherry trees loaded with 
fruit buds. 
All the scions were cut 


off down to two year old wood, and 
fict on Mszzard seedling roots in the 
graft room. The grafts were put in 
the nursery a few days later, and over 
ninety per cent of them made strong 
growth. In this case the buds were 
started on one variety, BO as to ex- 
hibit the points of the embryo leaves, 
yet the roots taken from, the cellar 
had started fully as much. If the 
seedling had been kept dormant in 
the ice house, probably not a single 
scion would hare united with them. 
This principle applies to all top work- 
ing in the open air of apple, pear, 
cherry, plum, etc. 
It the work is de- 


ferred until the buds on the stocks 
are well started, the scions should be 
aboutequallv advanced.—Garden cmd 
Forest.
